J. Maurer, that he join. in a request to 
Congress to send a committee here to 
investigate the Twelfth District election, 
The purpose of the proposed investiga- 
tion, it was stated, would be the punish- 
ment of persons guilty of fraud. 
Regards It as “Tommyrot.” 

Dyer said he regarded the proposition 
as “tommyrot.” A contest for a con- 
gressional seat, he said, takes a regular 
form, and is referred, when it reaches 
Congress, to a certain committee. The 
Punishment of fraud, he said, was a 
matter for local prosecuting authorities 
to deal with. 

Dyer added that the present Con- 
Bress had nothing to do with the quali-

Norvell, Democrat, is elected 
Mayor of St. Louis. He explained the 
significance of this slogan to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday  after- 
noon just after he lad made an ad- 
idress before the St. Louis Advertising 
Men's League at the City Club. 

In the course of this address Norvell! 
hal said: ‘In busines it 
my policy to make the other fellow do 
as much of the work as possible. If 
I am forced to assume the duties of 
an executive office, I shall insist that 
my advisers do their share of the work.’ 
Norvell, when approached as he was 
leaving the City Club, at first declined 
to enlarge upon the ideas he had ex- 
pressed in his speech. He said he did 
no* want to be put in the apparent 
position of giving out a formal and 
voluntary statement as to the policies 
which he would adopt if elected Mayor. 
Later, he consented to talk at greater 
length about some of the points sug- 
gested in his address, for the reason 
that his speaking time had been limited 
and this limitation had made it impos- 
sible for him to make some of the points 
as clear as they might have been made 
in a longer speech. 

Applies to Voluntary Advisers. 
“When I said that I always made the 
other fellow do as much of the work 
as possible I meant that I always tried 
to develop the greatest possible effi- 
ciency in the men who worked with 
me or for me,” said Norvell. “If elected 
Mayor I should apply this policy not 
only to the salaried working force of 
the city, but to those voluntary advisers 
who are always ready to tell a Mayor 
what the city needs'and what should be 
done to advance the city’s interests. 

‘T want all the advice I can get, but 
advice alone will not run a city. When 
a business man or a business organi- 
ration comes to me I will listen to their 
advice, and then I will say: 

“Tf this is going to be a good thing 
for St. Louis, it is going to be a good 
thing for you. Now, what are you pre- 
pared to do to help it along? 

‘“*Are you prepared to take off your 
coat and go to work? Are you willing to 
furnish money if necessary? Put up 
or shut up.’ 

“That's the way to run a city. Make 
everybody feel that the general welfare 
is also his welfare. A man that simply 
sits around and talks about what ought 
to be done, and réfuses to help get it 
done, is no good. He is a drawback 
rather than an aid to civic improve- 
ment. 

“T believe that the way to get results 
is to get them. When there is a thing 
that ought to be done, go right and do 
it in the most direct way. And in most 
cases the direct way is the business- 
like way.

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SAUNDERS NORVELL, 


in developing a business can be success- 
fully used in developing a city. 
“St. Louis Needs Advertising.” 

“One thing St. Louis needs is. adver- 
tising. If I were Mayor I would appoint 
a commission of business men to see 
that every shipment out of St. Louis 
had something on it to show where it 
came from—that it was a St. Louis prod- 
uct or that it was being distributed by 
St. Louis jobber. The members of th 
commission would be the best business 
men I could find and they wouldn’t re- 
ceive any pay for their work. I’d make 
them see that it was to their own ad- 
vantage to give a part of their time to 
boosting St. Louis. 
“There would be nothing to prevent 
me from appointing commissions of this 
kind so long as it would involve no ex- 
pense to the city. 
“I would make tke businéss interests 
of St. Louis help in advertising the city. 
I have no doubt they could even be in- 
duced to form a fund to pay for ad- 
yertising the city in the daily news- 
Papers, the magazines and on the bill- 
boards. J 
“In fact, I do not see why many pub- 
lic projects could not be paid for with 
funds collected by business men or busi- 
ness organizations in cases where there 
was no municipal appropriation to do 
the work. The thing is to get the work 
cone.”’ 
Norvell does not think this idea of pri- 
vately premoted public work could be 
applied in the cases of contract jobs 
like the free bridge or other classes of 
work in which there is a prescribed 
legal form of procedure to be followed. 

Urges More Production Here. 
“But,” he said, ‘‘there are many acti- 
vities which cannot strictly be classed 
as municipal work but still have a direct 
bearing on the advancement of the 
city. The men who want these things 
done should be willing to pay for them. 
“There are factories, for instance. 
Every business man knows that St. 
Louis needs more small factories. In- 
stead of bringing these factories from 
other cities, We ought to start them 
ourselves. 
“Jobbers should not be content with 
handling goods made. in other cities. 
They should try their hands at produc- 
tion. They should rent vacent buildings 
and establish experimental factories. If 
they made no, money the first two or 
three years they could charge the loss 
to development expenses. 
‘These experimental factories would 
be ideal training schools for young men 
and women. They would supplement 
the technical education furnished by our 
schools. In time-these factories would 
be placed on a paying basis, and in a 
curprisingly short time St. Louis would 
he placed on the map as a manufactur- 
ing center. 
“Such ventures involve personal sac- 
rifices, but that is the underlying idea 
of civic service. Men must make per- 
sonal sacrifices to advance the commun. 
ity in which they make their profits. 
That is the civic spirit I will try to 
arouse in St. Louis.

“I believe the fair name of St. Louis 
should be defended. If I am Mayor and 
the newspapers print lies about ny adqd- 
ministration and those lies are of such 
a character that they injure the reputa- 
tion of St. Louis I shall start a munici- 
pal newspaper which will tell the truth. 
If there is no available city money with 
which to publish the paper I will get the 
money elsewhere.

WASHINGTON, Jan, ‘146.—That the 
present concentration of money and 
credit is a potential “menace to the 
country,” was asserted before the House 
Money Trust Committee today by 


George M. Reynolds, president of the 
Continental and Commercial National 
Rank of Chicago. 

Mr. Reynolds said that he knew of 
the “trend .toward concentration of * 
money and credits” and he thought it a 
dangerous thing. 

“I am opposed to the concentration of | 
any sort of power,” he said. “I believe 
that concentration to the point it has 
already gone is a menace. In saying 
that I do not wish to sit in judgment 
on the men who hold that power.” 

Mr. Reynolds said he was opposed to 
the principle of interlocking directors in 
potentially competing concerns and that 
he had adhered to that principle 
throughout his banking career. 

Opposes Interlocking Directors. 
Mr. Reynolds could not make any spe- 
cific recommendation as to remedying 
the concentration of money and credit, 
but was sure the prevention of interlock- . 
ing directors in competing concerns 
would have a gdod@ effect, In conclu- 


“eompetition was. not dead,” but he be-- 


return to competitive conditions. 

Mr. Reynolds said he would approve 
of a law giving minority stockholders 
in national banks the right of repre- 
sentation on the Board of Directors and 


would approve a law incorporating clear- 


ing houses so long as it did not inter- 
fere with the free conduct of business. 
“TI am in favor of the utmost regula- 
tion and publicity,” he sald. , 

Reynolds was waiting to testify 
before the Currency Reform Committee, 
another section of the House Banking 
and Currency Committée, later today, 
and while the Money Trust investigators 
were waiting for Jacob H. Schiff, Chair- 
man Pujo swore Reynolds as a witness. 
He testified the capital of his bank was 
$21,500,000 and its surplus $9,000,000. The 
average deposits were $131,000,000, An 
affillated trust company, he said, had 
capital of $3,000,000, surplus of $1,500,000 
and deposits of about $20,000,000. An af- 
fliiated savings bank, he said, had $1,- 
500,000 capital and the same amount in 
surplus, with deposits of about $29,- 
000,000. 

Of resources about $200,000,000 in the 
national bank, he said, about $190,000,00 
was out on commercial paper. 

Reynolds said his Sank had taken In 
the following institutions; 1898, the In- 
ternational Bank, depocits, $1,000 00; 
1500, Globe National Bank, $2,000,000; 1004, 
National Bank of North America, 9%9,- 
000,000; 1909, American Trust and fav- 
ings Co., $22,000,000. In these mergers 
Reynolds said, the big bank had ac- 
quired about $95,000,000. In addition, by 
ratural growth, the bank had acquired 
about $86,000,000. 

The Continental and Commercial, Rey. 
nolds said, loaned money to ita own di- 
rectors and corporations with which they 
were connected, but did not lend it to 
its own officers. He did not belleve of- 
ficers should be allowed to borrow from 
their own banks. 

Bank Employs Examiner. 

Reynolds declared the Chicago Clear- 
ing House was the first to employ »@ 
bank examiner.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Gen. Cipri- 


ano Castro’s appeal from the decision 
of the immigration authorities at New 


York barring him from admission to 
the United States, wes received today 
by Secretary Nagel, who will give it 
immediate consideration. 

The Secretary will first take up the 
decision of the Special Board of Inquiry, 
which held that Castro’s refusal to an- 
swer certain questions relating to his 
alleged connection with the assassina- 
tion of Gen. Paredes in Venezuela, 
amounted to an admission of the com- 
mission of a crime involving moral tur- 
pitude, or an obstruction to the legiti- 
mate efforts of administrative officers 
to ascertain facts to determine his right 
to enter. 

In a similar case, several months ago, 
in which an Austrian immigrant re- 
fused to answer questions regarding 3 
bank robbery with which he was said to 
have been connected, Secretary Nagel! 
sustained such a ruling. The case went 
to the courts, but was decided in the 
Governments favor on another point. 

It is expected Castro's case will reach 
the courts, and the far-reaching question 
involved will be decided judicially for 
the first time. 

In a statement issued by Commission- 
er of Immigration Williams it is charged 
Castro ‘Shas committed frequent per- 
jury’’ by pretending to. “‘be ignorant of 
matters concerning which a man of his 
intelligence and holding the position 
which he did, undoubtedly possesses 


| er Ms knowledge.”

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TURKISH WARSHIP 
SLIPS BY GREEKS, 


SHELLS A GRUSER 


Escapes Dardanelles in Fog and 
Forces Commander of Dam- 
aged Macedonia to Sink Her.

By Associated Presa, 

ATHENS, Jan. 16.—The Turkish cruis- 
er Medjidieh performed a daring feat 
in a heavy fog by steaming out of the 
Dardanelles and passing unperceived 
through the lines of the Greek destroy- 
‘ers cruising off the straits. 

Later she appeared off the Island of 
Syria, one of the Cyclades, and bom- 
barded the powder magazine and coal 
depots. 

These were not damaged, but the elec- 
trical power station was wrecked, . 

The Medjidieh also fired on the Greek 
auxiliary cruiser Macedonia, which 
was undergoing repairs in Syria har- 
bor. When 15 shells had been fired, the 
commander of the Macedonia, after 
landing his crew for the purpose of 
maintaining order in the town and to 
strengthen the guard over the Turkish 
prisoners, sank the Macedonia in the 
harbor, to prevent her destruction by 
the warships. 

The Medjidieh then left in the direc- 
tion of Smyrna. The Greek fleet has 
been ordered to intercept her. So far as 
is known, the other Turkish warships 
have not left the Dardanelles.

Home rule without home-ruled police would be 
an empty pretense.

No other power is so vital to self-government. 
The police in a large sense are the Govern- 
ment. They are virtually the only government 
with which the citizen is in immediate, constant, 
daily contact. They are guardians of the peace, of 
the lives and property of citizens, and they are, 
with few exceptions, the sole power for the en- 
forcement of municipal laws. 

The arm of the law—the police force should be 
the city’s right arm, a part of the body they are 
designed to serve, controlled by the same munici- 
pal mind which moves the body. Without control 
of its right arm a city may be helpless in emer- 
gencies to preserve law and order. 

In all other respects save as to its police, ex- 
cise and election officials St. Louis already enjoys 
“home rule.” To extend this kind of “home rule” 
only to excise and election matters, however, stop- 
ping short of freeing the right arm of real self- 
governing power, would add little or nothing de- 
sirable to our present status. We might not be 
able to enforce our excise or election laws even 
though we controlled excise and election officers. 
Without police subject to municipal authority the 
city’s appointed commissioners might find them- 
selves powerless in the gravest crises. 

“St. Louis pays the freight.” Could anything be 
more unreasonable than the existing scheme 
under which the city is obliged to sue to 
Jefferson City for authority to command its own 
police. Could anything be more unjust than 
the Legislature’s regulation of the size and sala- 
ries of the St. Louis force which St. Louis pays 
out of its own treasury? 

It is precisely as if State troops were quartered 
on the city and the State ordered the city to pay 
them out of its own coffers as the State saw fit.

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MAKING HISTORY IN ENGLAND. 
The debate in the House of Commons on the 
third reading of the Irish home rule bill, which 
is expected to close tonight with the passage of 
the measure by a large majority, has—as far as 
it has gone—done something to restore the old- 
time dignity of English parliamentary procedure. 
Both Mr. Asquith and Mr. Balfour, in the polite- 
ness and deference which each has shown to his 
opponent, in their dignity of tone and calm appeal 
to reason, no less than in their use of choice and 
scholarly English, have risen to the requirements 
of this historic occasion. 
It would be well for the best traditions of the 
House of Commons and the critical historica] 
sense of the Hnglish people if the passage of this 
great constitutional measure should be character- 
ized from start to finish by an equal sense of the 
importance and solemnity of the occasion. 
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‘‘A DEN OF THIEVES.’’ 
At the annual dinner of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce Nov. 21, Elihu Root said: 
“There are hundreds of thousands of people out- 
side the great industrial communities who think 
you are a den of thieves; there are hundreds of 
thousands of people who think that the manufac- 
turers of the country are no better than a set of 
confidence men.” 
The man who uttered these words is not a dem- 
agogue; he is not a rascal; he is not an agitator. 
He is the ablest corporation lawyer in the United 
States, and so far as intellectual powers go he is 
probably the ablest man who has appeared in the 
public life of New York since Alexander Hamilton. 
Continuing, Senator Root told the members of 
the Chamber of Commerce that the men who un- 
derstand finance, the bankers and merchants, are 
“under suspicion.” Great bodies of people, he said, 
“will not accept what they say regarding the 
subject of finance; they will not accept what the 
experts say, because they do not beHeve their 
motives are honest.” 
Senator Root was not justifying these sus- 
‘picions; he was describing the popular state of 
mind and pleading for a better understanding. He

The application of the new agent in the 
human subject is being studied by wiry 
Amroth F. Wright, who is distinguished 
as a bacteriologist and, curiously enough, 
as an opponent of bathing. While the 
eccentric pedigree of ethylhydrocuprein- 


the micro-organism pneumococcus, 
which produces pneumonia, is extremely 
interesting to physicians because its as- 
certained action is the result of labora- 
tory experiments. Morgenroth contrived 
a combination of chemicals for the ex- 
press purpose of constructing a germi- 
cide that would destroy pneumococci. He 
first experimented with the latter by 
exposing them in a test tube to the ac- 
tion of his preparation in various di- 
lutions until he ascertained that the new 
agent was capable of neutralizing the 
pneumonia-producing micro-organism in 
so dilute a solution that it was harmless 
to mice. He injected it into these little 
animals in definite solution, dnd subse 
quently injected a quantity of pneu- 
mococc! which was invariably fatal to 
other mice, with the remarkable result 
that 90 per cent of the treated mice es- 
caped death from pneumonia. He then 
treated mice which he had infected and 
subsequently introduced the new remedy 
into them with the result of curing §& 
per cent of the diseased animals, 

The remarkable findings of the Wright 
laboratory experiments were published 
in the London Lancet of last month. 
Their application to the prevention and 
cure of pneumonia in the human subject 
will be tested in the hospitals, and given 
to the profession when they are fully 
reliable.

work they have been -doing. 

Through. strange factories the rushing 
river flows, leaving a deposit of iron 
here, collecting a heap of dead _ cells 
there, picking up a subtle drug at one 
Place and dropping it at another, dis- 
solving salts and depositing them, the 
red workmen not idle for an instant, 
thé white sentries loafing lazily along, 
but ever on the alert for trespassers 
and always euger for fight. 

T last the turbid stream =~povurs 

through a great canal into a throb- 
bing, pulsating chamber, whence it is 
driven into another, larger and still 
more powerful. With one mighty throb 
this chamber pumps it forth into a vast 
network of tiny cells with walls so thin 
that the slightest shock will tear them. 
It is as if a window had been opened, 
for there is a rhythmic current of 
fresh air, laden with pure oxygen, all 
ubout the cells. The tired little work- 
ers drink it in and their sad blue color 
instantly changes to a rosy red. They 
behave like parched flowers when a 
sudden thunderstorm showers them 
with refreshing rain. 

All revived now, they dash off again, 
eager for another round of work. No 
eight-hour law for them; they labor %# 
hours a day, 365 days a year; they ask 
no rest, they need no refreshment more 
than that regular draft of air after each 
round. 

This is a picture of what is always 
taking place in the arteries and veins of 
our bodies and of what we might see 
were our eyes as powerful as micro- 
scopes and our sight as penetrating as 
the X-rays—that is, we should see it 
when our bodies are in good health. 
Far different the picture when disease 
has taken hold. 

HE little red workers are the red 
corpuscles of the blood, the big 
white sentries are the white corpuscles. 
The narrow lanes through which they 
make their way are the capillaries that 
epread like a fine network throughout 
the body. It is in passing through them 
that the blood performs its four-fold 
duty: 1. Carrying food to every cell in 
the body. 2 picking up and bearing 
away all waste products. 3. Conveying 
chemicals that are made in one organ 
to some other organ that needs them 
for nutrition or excitation, and 4. Pre- 
serving the body immune to the attacks 
‘o? disease germs. 

The factories through which the blood 
passes, picking up here and depositing 
there, are the liver, spleen, kidneys. 
and many other glands and organs. In 
each of these is a chemical laboratory 
in which processes and reactions more 
delicate by far than any the human 
chemist performs are going on auto- 
matically, incessantly. 

The network of cells in which the 
workers arrive, exhausted and blue to 
drink in the revivifying air, are the 
lungs. There they deposit their load of 
carbonic acid which they have collected 
in their long journey through the body, 
and there they receive in return a copi- 
ous supply of oxygen, which they carry 
with them and deposit wherever it may 
be needed. 

Now for another picture. The stream 
that surges through the narrow lanes is 
pale. The little red workmen are few 
in number and their shape and size are 
different from those we have seen be- 
fore. They are larger; some of them

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have a dark spot in them. They are 
working very hard—there is so much to 
do and there are so few of them to do 
it. They work awkwardly and tire 
quickly. Many of them fall and die 
wher™ passing through the great fac- 
tories in which the labor is done. They 
are perishing from overwork and unac- 
customed tasks. 

STRIKE is on. Not all of the 

workers have thrown down their 
tools and gone out, but those that are 
left are few, and some strike breakers 
unfamiliar with the job have been im- 
pressed into the service. The work is 
done badly. Loads of debris that should 
be picked up is left by the wayside, for 
the laborers are not strong enough to 
carry it away. Matter that should be 
transported from one point to another is 
iost in transit or delivered at the wrong 
place. Factories that need supplies 
don’t get them and have to slow down 
or come to a standstill. 

From every part of the body com- 
plaints, cries for more inaterial, more 
laborers, more skilled workers, are tele- 
graphed. The great pump called the 
heart does its best to rush the tired 
remnant of the workmen; it puts on 
more steam, throbs more rapidly in a 
vain effort to make up the loss. The 
furnace called stomach and intestines 
draws poorly and gets clogged with 
clinkers. The telegraph wires called

In every cubic inch of healthy blood 
there are from 75,000,000 to 80,000,000 red 
corpuscles, each about three ten-thous- 
andths of an inch in diameter, shaped 
ike poker chips, bevelled at the edge 
and slightly concave in the middle. The 
inost important substance in them is 
raemoglobin, for this is what absorbs 
oxygen in the lungs, carries it to all 
parts of the body and gives it up to the 
cells that need it. And the only way 
the cells can get oxygen is’ by having 
it brought to them by the haemoglobin 
in the red corpuscles of the blood. 
Chemists know exactly what haemoglo- 
bin is’ made of, but not the most skil- 
ful of them could make it; it is com- 
posed of 712 parts of carbon, 1130 parts 
of hydrogen, 214 parts of nitrogen, 2 
parts of sulphur and 24 parts of oxide 
of iron. When oxidized—that is, just 
efter passing out of the lungs—it is 
supersaturated with oxygen. : 


_ red corpuscles are born in the 

marrow of the bones and die in the 
liver when they have outworn their 
usefulness. The liver carefully collects 
their iron and disposes of the rest of 
them in the bile. In the marrow, in 
some way that we have not yet been 
able to find out, certain products of the 
digested food are selected and combined 
to form cells called erythroblasts. These, 
like most cells, have nuclei, but as they

The iron 
of their haemoglobin is the most im- 
portant substance in them. Anemic giris 
are dosed with iron because in the form 
of anemia that is peculiar to them 
(chlorosis) the blood is impoverished by 
imperfect formation of red corpucies in 
the marrow. 

In pernicious anemia there is a weak- 
ness of the bone marrow—inherited in 
most cases—the real cause for which is 
utterly unknown. It results in fewer 
red corpuscles being turned out, unde- 
veloped nucleated cells being sent into 
the blood instead of the normal ones. 
These are unsuited to the work to be 
done and easily break down in the liver, 
spleen and kidneys. 

Besides these corpuscles in the blood 
are some minute but very important 
bodies called platelets, to the number of 
about 800,000 per cubic centimeter, Their 
special province is to stop up gaps. They 
have the peculiar faculty of sticking 
ticht to any substance other than the 
inner coating of the veins and arteries; 
consequently when tke flesh is torn or 
pcut they flock to the damaged part, 
urged thereto by the white corpuscles, 
and swiftly plug up the hole. In this 
they are aided by the fluid called plas- 
ma, which contains a substance that 
fo.ms fibers—whence it is called fibrino- 
gen—in which the platelets amd corpus- 
cles are enmeshed. This quickly dries, 
forming the familiar blood clot—na- 
ture’s own protection against the nox- 
fous microbes that rush to the wound to 
infect it. 

The battles between the white corpus- 
cles and the disease germs have been 
watched under the miscroscope; moving 
pictures of them have been exhibited

President-Elect Gives Out Tele- 
gram Received, Names Com- 
pany Transmitting It. 


Special to the Post- Dispatch. 
TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 16.—President- 


elect Wilson said today with reference 


to his recent speeches: 
“T stand pat,’ adding later, “I have 


given no consideration to the reports 
of Wall street dissatisfaction with my 
remarks.” 

There was a good deal of panic talk 
about the statehouse that might be 
characterized as ‘‘amused comment.”’ 

Senator-elect Ollie James of Kentucky 
and Senator Thomas P. Gore of Okla- 
homa don’t think there is going to be 
any panic. But if there is, James thinks 
he knows what will happen. Directly 
after he had conferred with the Gov- 
ernor, though he made it plain that he 
was not divulging what had been dis- 
cussed, he announced flatly that in the 
case of panic the Democrats in Con- 
gress would appoint an investigating 
committee which would learn who was 
responsible and deal with that individ- 
ual. 

Ever since the Governor made his 
speech in Chicago, letters and telegrams 
bave been pouring in upon him. A great 
number of these have contained denun- 
ciations, while scores have counseled 
less outspoken utterances. There were 
po less than 3000 letters awaiting Gov. 
Wilson on his return from Chicago. 

Telegram From New York. 

John W. Williams of New York City 
is not personally known to Gov. Wil- 
son, so far as the Governor can recall. 
Nevertheless, Williams took it upon him- 
self to send to the Governor the follow- 
ing telegram: 

“Don’t be such a fool. Use your 
brains and keep your mouth shut. Don’t 
be a silly ass and make the whole coun- 
try ashamed of you.” 

Gov. Wilson himself made this tele- 
gram public, and in doing so said: “I 
want this made public because I want 
the country to know that I get that 
sort of criticism from New York, and I 
want the country to know that the tele- 
gram was transmitted by the Postal 
Telegraph Co.”’ 
The President-elect had three callers 
of national importance. They were Sen- 
ator-elect James, Senator Gore and Sen- 
ator Stone of Missouri. Senator Stone, 
who is known for the information he 
does not disclose, was with the Gov- 
ernor about 15 minutes. The others 
talked with him about ninety minutes. 
Makes Four Things Clear. 
The Governor in his talk ovith the 
newspaper men made these tnings*clear: 
L He has not seriously considered any 
appointments except those to Cabinet 
positions. 
2 He is confident that a satisfactory 
plan for the reorganization of the Sen- 
ate will be worked out in Washington. 
8. He will not even intimate what the 
date for the extra session will be urtil 
he goes to Washington. 

4. He will not intimate what he wil! 
Suggest that the session consider until 
his message is read in Congress. 

Wilson’s Position. 
The statement was given out by Jo- 
seph Tumulty, secretary to Gov. Wil- 
son, in response to rumors which ema- 
nated from Wall street, and caused fe- 


“Attempts are being made to make an 
issue of Gov. Wilson's speech at Chi- 
cago. This is nothing less than amus- 
ing. Goy. Wilson's attitude on business 
and its relations to the Government as 
expressed in his several speeches since 
the election is, as any well-informed 
person in the country would testify, ex- 
actly the same as his attitude before 
his nomination and before his election. 

‘“‘Every word that Gov. Wilson has ut- 
tered is in complete harmony with the 
principle to which he has strictly ad- 
hered throughout his public career. If

fail to realize that the country has 
elected to the presidency an honest and 
fearless man, who means exactly what 
he says.”’ 





Hernry Clews Says There Ise No Justi- 
fication for Wall Street Scare. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A_ reassuring 
speech was made by Henry Clews to his 
customers, in which he told them there 
was no justification for the scare which 
Wall street has had over Gov. Wilson's 
recent utterances regarding the coun- 
try’s business men. He said a friend 
of the President-elect. who recently 
talked with him in Trenton quoted the 

Governor as follows: 
‘Adverse criticism is emanting from 
editorial rooms all over the country, the 
basis of which is that I have little or no 
conception of business, or the business 
needs of the country. This may or may 
not be true, but the people Gan rest as» 
sured that I will take no steps affecting 
business interests until I have a thor- 
ough understanding of all conditions, 
and my conclusions will only be reached 
after consulting with the leading spirits 
in finance, manufacture and in com- 
merce, 
“When I am !naugurated my door wil! 
be open to all business men, and it is 
my hope and wish that they will come 
and consult with me.”

The news of Scout Bill Armour’s alli- 
ance with the Milwaukee (American As- 
so~ation) club, announced Wednesday 
night, proved a shock to Manager Mil- 
ler Huggins and all other attaches of 
the Cardinal club Thursday.

Liven after Bresnahan took charge, 
the Cardinal club was poorly equipped 
with scouts. Hueston, Billy Gilbert and 
men of that stripe, who sent up such 
misfits as Howard Murphy, Baker, Ten 
Million, Bunnie Hern and others too 
numerous to mention, were trying to 
fill the scouting shoes.

The Bank Reports. 

“Today's weekly reports of the 
Banks of England and France were 
of decided interest; they illustrated 
one of the strong points and the 
other the weak point of the European 
financial situation. 

“The Bank of England reports a 
ain of $9,000,000 wold; since the open- 
ng of the month it has gained Pro. - 
500, 000, which is $5,000,000 more than 
the sum added in the similar period 
last year. During the same two weeks 
the bank’s ratio of reserve to lability 
has risen from 30% per cent to 49%; 
—the latter figure having been ex- 
ceeded at this precise time of year 
Only three times since 1896. 

“If these comparisons at the Bank 
of England show how rapidly reserve 
money ig cowing back into banking 
centers whére inafneial conditions 
are normal, the French bank’s weekly 
report shows the kind of trouble 
caused by the suddenly developed 
money hoarding propensities of the 
continental public. 

“The Bank of France has lost $1,- 
500,000 gold and $1,800,000 silver this 
past week, whereas both metals 
ought at this time to be moving 
freely into its reserves. 

“Its he reserve is now at the 
smallest figure reached in the mid- 
dle of January of any year since 1904. 
whereas its outstanding note circu- 
lation is $75,000,000 above this week 
of 1912, and $88, 000, 000 over 1911. Evi- 
dently the hoarded gold and silver is 
not returning to the channels of cir- 
culation, 

“It will be interesting to see what 
effect, if any, is produced on the tee 
of the French public when the $6,000 
gold, now on the water in the ros tg 
ers eastbound from New York, is de- 
livered to the Paris market. 


New Securities Issued. 


‘Several new security issues were an- 
nounced, and while the total of the 
loans are not large, it was evident that 
the banks would have plenty of chances 
t>» employ their money profitably 
through advances to syndicates and 
others interested in the operations. 

‘“‘No more gold was taken for Paris, 
but developments indicated that fur- 
ther shipments would be in the near 
future. The foreign exchange market 
ruled most of the day around yester- 
day’s level and while no gold was taken 
for Buenos Ayres, it looked as if the 
London banks would try to get their 
Wall street correspondents to send con- 
signments to that quarter in the near 
future. 

“The banks here made a good show- 
ing again on the currency movement 
through the subtreasury, and it was 
apparent that the inflow for the 
whole week Would be considerably in 
excess of a wéek ago. 

“An interesting development was 
the broader demand for high-grade 
paper, the absorption by banks in 
various sections being sufficient to 
afforg a ready market for all that 
was offered even at concessions from 
the 5 per cent rate nich governed 
most of the offerin 

“The brokers ma . large sales of 
paper and in some cases found it dif- 
ficult to secure a sufficient supply.”
